While 
most of the business taken thus far 
has been for 3.50 sheeting, considerable 
inquiry has been reported of late for 
lighter weights, a development which, ' 
shoulda orders actually be placed, will | 
still further strengthen the domestic 
market. In the print cloth yarn di- 
vision, converters can no longer con- 
sider preparations for late deliveries, 
and in some instances a premium for 
near-by goods has been paid.” In com- 
menting on the yarn situation, The 
New York Commercial says: “In almost 
every quarter of the market yarns 
show an upward tendency, and sellers 
are very much firmer in their price 
ideas. Numerous offers for forward de- 
liveries are being made at current 
prices, and are being turned down by 
Buyers are finding it 
impossible to secure supplies at prices 
which prevailed last week.

as command the respect and esteem of the people they are to serve, those 
who are persona grata, constitute to the apparently distorted vision of The 
World a breach of that constitutional injunction to the states. 

This is, decidedly, a new doctrine, a seeming reversal of the: trae: ‘intent 
and purport of that amendment.

The sleeping tents and 
hoods, used, not only by tubercular patients, but as well Sy men and women 
who are being annually converted by the thousands to che saving doctrine 
of fresh-air slumber, are shown in illuminating simplicity of construction. 
Charts and photographs set forth how men and women in moderate circum- 
stances may stay at home and lift from themselves the shadow of consump- 
tion at an expense that is surprisingly léw. 7

Florida Legislature Starts Out 

With Strenuous Session—A 

Bill Introduced to Protect 
the Gophers in That State. 


Tallahassee, Fla., April. 17.—(Special.) 
The second week of the Florida leg- 
lature is not so meek ag it started out 
to. be. 

There are two prohibition bills. Sen- 
ator John 8S. Beard, of Pensacola, has 
introduced a bill for a statutory law 
for prohibition, while Senator Donald 
C.. McMullen, the leader of the prohi 
forces in the senate, has introduced 
a bill providing for a constitutional 
amendment for state-wide prohibition. 
The McMullen measure is considered 
the most legitimate, and has the sup- 
port of the temperance forces. But 
Senator Beard argues that it is a waste 
of time to wait for a constitutional 
amendment, and that his bill will stand 
the test. When Beard’s bill came up 
on the calendar Thursday. McMullen 
moved to postpone until Friday week, 
the date set by both houses to hear 
the bill providing a constitutional 
amendment. : 


Distranchisement Bill. 


The Beard disfranchisement bill has 
been made a spectal order for the 20th. 
This provides that only white males 
over the age of 2! can. have the privi- 
lege of voting in Florida. If adopt- 
ed it is expected to bring the fifteenth 
amendment to a test before the su- 
preme court of the United States. This 
bill passed the senate two years ago, 
with practically no opposition, but 
failed to. go through the house. It is 
said, though, that this legislature is 
more in accord with it than was the 
one of two years ago. 

The immigration project is being 
championed by DuPont, of St. Johns; 
his immigration bil, bearing an ap- 
propriation for the carrying on of the 
work, has received a favorable report 
of the committee. Many railroad rate 
bills, telegraph rate bills, and dozens 
of banking billg have been introduced, 
but are not meeting with the approval 
of the committees; one, however, of 
each class has been reported favora- 
ble. McWilliams’ bill, giving the rail- 
road commissioners more power, plac- 
ing all telegraph companies under 
them the same as railroads; Alexan- 
der’s bill provéding a rate not in ex- 
cess of 25 cents for messages of 
ten or less words, and 2 cents for 
words in §xcess of ten, from any point 
in Florida to another in the state, are 
the main telegraph bills. While the 
railroad rate bills are: One'for 3 cente 
aes mile, another for 23-4 centg per 
mile.

‘Atlanta Labor Organizations Are Showing Live In- 
terest in the Exhibit---How It Is.

It would be difficult to overestimete 
the educational value of the exhibition 
conducted by the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Tuber. 
culosis which has been open to the 
public for several days at the Central 
Congregational church, and will con- 
tinue through this week. 

The exhibition is in charge of Direc- 
tor E. G. Routzahn and comes to. At- 
lanta under the auspices of the Atlanta 
Anti-Tuberculosis Association, the Ful. 
ton county commissioners and the 
mayor and general council of Atlanta, 
The large attendance at each lecture 
hour, and the general interest mani- 
fested, indicate very clearly the grow- 
ing sympathy with the purpose of this 
work. 

This is set forth in the Hterature of 
the association as a desire to show, in 
a@ graphic and simple way, by*“charts, 
photographs, models and apparatus of 
ail sorts of the great prevalence of 
tuberculosis, the causes and conditions 
that bring it about, and the approved 
methods of prevention and treatment, 
It is hoped in this way to impress upon 
all classes of people the fact that the 
deaths from tuberculosis, amounting to 
over 150,000 every year in the United 
States, afte needless; that the misery 
and loss resulting from the disease can 
be avoided, and that with organized ac- 
tion and the observation of proper hy- 
giene, tuberculosis can be practically 
stamped out. ; ; 

‘Shown All Over the Country. 


The exhibit, which is now shown ind 


Georgia for the first time, has been 
shown in many cities from Toronto to 
Mexico City and has been visited by a 
million people, sometimes aS Many as 
7,000 in a day. The lectures of the dj- 
rector, which are 
hourly every day, are plain, practical 
talks, illustrated with stereopticon 
views, stressing again and again the 
facts that tuberculosis is a communi- 
cable, preventable and curable disease, 
and the simple treatment of good food, 
rest and good doctoring is insisted! 
upon. | 

Most important of all, of course, is 
pure, fresh air, and much of the elo- 
quence of the speakers dis directed 
against the popular fallacy that “night 
air’’ is in some mysterious way quite 
a different article from ‘the air of the 
daytime, and hurtful and dangerous. 

The propaganda is an appeal for 
right living, and seeKs to awaken a 
desire for a correct knowledge of the 
cause and prevention of tuberculosis to 
take the place of the traditional knowl. 
edge, most of it false and misleading, | 
with which most people are content. 
Heredity occupied a large place in this 
old thought of tuberculosis, but is held 
in contempt by the exponents of the 
new gospel of fresh air and proper 
conditions of life. 

The exhibit places the statistics of 
tuberculosis before the visitor in a 
clear and comprehensive manner, and 
it is something of a shock to anyone 
who has not given the matter much 
consideration to see that in every civil.

The 
southern states, if spite of their de- 
lightful climate, enjoy no immunity 
from the white plague, although their 
record of deaths. may be increased by 
the health-seekers from other climes, 
as.is undoubtedly the case with Cali- 
fornia, which has the highest death rate 
from this cause, of any state. 

Georgia stands twenty-ninth from 
California in the list of states, but, as 
Director Routzahn explains, there is no 
excuse. for any tuberculosis in the 
pleasant climate of Georgia at all, with 
It 
is interesting: to note that the statis- 
tics of Richmond, Va., are almost iden- 
tical with those of Atlanta, the differ- 
ence in the death rate not exceeding 
ten a year. 

Labor. Unioas Interested. 

Owing to their.long hours, close con- 
finement and the general unsanitary 
conditiong surrounding ‘their work, 
printers were formerly peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to. the .disease.. In the early 
years of the Typographical Union it 
was usual to sénd their members who 
had contracted tuberculosis to tie 
mountains of the west. In !890, when 
the International Typographical Union 
held its convention in Atlanta, it was 
proposed to build a home, and through 
the generosity of George W. Childs and 
Anthony J. Drexel, of Philadelphia, who 
contributed $10,000 for the purpose, 
and by means of a levy of $! per mem- 
ber,.a handsome brick structure was 
erected at Colorado Springs, Colo., the 
first public sanitarium ever built for 
the treatment of “tuberculosis patients, 
The laws of Colorado were subsequent- 
ly changed forbidding the housing ‘of 
tuberculosis patients in buildings. 
Then began the use‘of tents. A union 
printer, who had made.a study of the 
matter, invented a tent,'. a model of 
which is one of the features of the 
present exhibition, occupying a promi- 
nent place in the exhibit ‘of the Inter- 
national .Typographical Union. It is 
uBed by the government and is con- 
sidered one of. the best tents for the 
purpose ever designed. : 

In construction it is elght-sided. the 
top running up steeply to. a: ventilator 
on the apex. The frame is metal, cov- 
ered with canvas which is arranged 
to be drawn up in sections, admitting 
the direct rays of the gun at all hours 
of the day. By means _of a radiator, 


it is possible to preserve a uniform 
temperature in the tent in any climate. 
It is. claimed for this tent that it has 
shown a larger percentage of cures 
than any other model, Owing principal- 
ly to this feature of scientific ventila- 
tion and tnvarying temperature. 


Typos Have.Five Delegates. 


The Typographical Union has kept 
abreast, of the advance made in the 
treatment of tuberculosis since the 
first, and has always cooperated with 
the various organizations engaged in 
the work of stamping it out. Atlanta 
Typographical Union, No. 48, has five 
delegates to the Atlanta Anti-Tubercu- 
losis League, and is leading in the 
movement to interest the various trades 
unions of the south in the campaign. 
The Atlanta cigarmakers, tailors and 
other similar trades are béginning to 
take active measures in this movement 
and twill soon be represented in the 
association in a similar manner. With- 
in the last few months the American

Mr. J. W. Goldsmith, of Atlanta, Replies to Recent 


Sermon of Dr. Lee. 


Editor Constitution: Rev. J. W. Lee 
seems not only to be “reconstructed,” 
but thoroughly converted to the north- 
ern side of our deplorable civil war. 
At the late centenary exercises of ADra- 
ham Lincoln, Dr. Lee went as far in ex- 
tolling him as the most ultra republican 
of the north possibly could, and almost 
reaches the praises of Tolstoi, who com- 
pares Lincoln to Jesus Christ. The north. | 
ern people are expected to justify their 
cause and war upon the south, and to 
sing praises to their heroes, which they 
have always done ‘atid will continue %t¢ 
do to the satisfaction of all sympa- 
thizers, but it is needless for the con- 
quered to join in the song, for they are 
not wanted, nor are their sympathies or 
professions of conversion to abolitionism 
and the republican war of tne sixties 
wanted by the victors. 

AS we are all back in the union, right 
or wrong, with or without our conpent, 
would it not be well enough to keep 
quiet and ieave the shouting to tne con- 
querors and not open afresh the wounds 
of ‘the "war, and especially to denounce 
and condemn our own people for .th¢ 
eourse which they honestly and pa- 
triotically pursued in that dfsastrous con- 
flict? Dr. Lee says: “We broke with 
tNhé.spirit of unity and progress in 1861, 
when, without any valid, righteous rea- 
son under heaven, our leaders induced 
us to engage in a course of action that 
took us Out of the union and out of the 
track of history. Our leaders were sin- 
cere, but it was not enlightened gin- 
cerity.”’ 

Dr. Lee quotes at length from a sup- 
posed speech of Alex H. Stephens on the 
gamé line.’ Mr, Stephens himself denied 
that he had ever made such a speech. 

Aithough the southern people, the best, 
the purest blooded, the most patriotic 
and intelligent.on the face of the earth, 
were fully capable of self-government, 
atill they would not have left the union 
and set up a government of their own 
but for the very best and sufficient rea- 
sons. 

Slavery was the one sole cause of the 
war. ‘ine whole country had formerly 
peen siave territory. The negroes had 
been brought to this country without 
their consent, and brought mainly by 
the people of the north, and «used 
them as. siaves as long as they thought 
them profitable; but when it was found 
that the-negro did better in the warm 
climate of the, south, and was more 
valuable here as property than in the 
north, they were sold to our people 
for the cold cash, which could stand 
tne ‘rigorous ‘northern climate . better. 
After the north had sold their negroes 
then the abolition sentiment began to 
giyw, faster and surer, until it spread 
over the entire north, and in 1666 they 
made it a political measure and form- 
ed the republican party and nominated 
for president Mr. Fremont, for the 
“avowed purpose to abolish slavery in 
the: south. 


After having sold to the south their 
negroes, they resolved that rg ao 


wrong, and. being. wrong, 
wed’ out, not in the manner they had 
gotten rid of it in the north, by paying 
for them, but. they were to be set free 
by force. The people of the south had 
invested their money in slaves, as they 
had in tands and other rty, and 
they did not think that by Treason of 
the fact that the north had changed 
their views on elavery since they had 
sold their slaves, that the south ehould 
free them at their own expense. They 
thought that if the government, elected 
by the people, determined to free the 
negroes, then the government should 
pay for them as they were in honor 
bound to do. 

The people of the south thought then, 
as many of them think now, that the 
negro aa a sowthern slave was better 
off than as a freedman. 

The south had 4,000,000 negro. slaves 
valued at about $1,600,000,000. The 
United States government, by an ex- 
penditure of-this amount, could have 
freed all the slaves, but it did not pro- 
pose to do any such thing. Not one dol- 
lar was offered for this purpose (of 
which the south would have paid in 
taxes one-third, leaving the north to pay 
only $1,000,000,000.)

The rallying cry of terror and of panic 
through the centuries has been the 
“black death.’ 

_Bwinging out from China in 1334, it 
ravaged Europe, which then had a pop- 
wiation of approximately 105,000,000 
souls. 

Twenty-five million, or 24 per cent 
of these people, men, women and little 
children, went down before the plague 
like weeds before the clean sweep of 
the reaper.

And the story of how the fight was 
originated and how it was won is told 
in a little booklet just issued by San | 
Francisco. 

Inder the title, “Hradicating Plague 
from San Francisco,” and containing 
a report of the Citizens’ Health Com- 
mittee, it details as fascinating and 
courageous a stfuggie as you will find 
in the annals of history.

¢ Fleas inhabitating rats bit them, and 
carried infection to all parts of the 
city, an innumerable number of bacilli 
to the flea. 

The fleas were not overly particular. 
Thes preferred rats as hosts. But if 
rats were lacking, or if they were 
thougintiess enough to die of the 
‘plague, then the fleas got busy with 
human victims, and there were hurried 
and wholesale calls for the tundertak- 
er. 

A bite from a flea that had been in- 
fected generally meant the develop- 
ment of the disease. And considering 
that rats far outnumber people in a 
port town, it requires no imagination 
to see in what manner, and in what 
geometrical ratio San Francisco and 


Simple Logie of Treatment. 

The procedure necessary to clear 
out the disease was simplicity personi- 
fied, but big and tiresome of detail. 

All you had to do was to kill off the 
rats, prevent them from breeding and 
close up places that gave them nour- 
ishment. 

This sounds elemental. But San 
Francisco found it a job necessitating 
a new sewer system, a radical revolu- 
tion in estructural plans and a cam- 
paign of rodent-slaughter the like of 
which hag not been approached in his. 
tory 

The plague had formerly been eradi- 
cated from Chinatown by tearing down 
the old ramshackle buildings that har- 
bored rats in their walls and under 
their floors These buildings were re- 
placed ‘with others that gave no lodg- 
ment for the death-carrying pests, and 
that were insulated from their mand 
ing teeth by cement floors and founda- | 
tions. 


The Second Visitation. 

The efficacy of these methods was 
demonstrated in the second visitation, 
which showed its head in May of 1907. | 
For the disease and death that play-| 
ed havoc for several months took most | 
of its victims from OUTSIDE the rebuilt 
Chinese quarter, where stringent sani- 
tary precautions were enforced and 
whenee the rats had been remorgeleas- | 
ly driven.

The commonest form of the disease. 
characterizing the early stages of an 
epidemic, is the bwboonic, of which the 
plainest symptoms is the swelling of 
the lymphatic giands nearest the point 
of inoculation into large, hard and 
peinful tumors called buboes.

A campaign such as the physicians 
clamored for meant that houses. and 
Premises must be tummed topsy-turvey. 
And this was too much for incredulous 
human nature. 

Delusions, too, were rampant. Only 
the well-informed knew the manner im 
which the disease was spread. The 
majority thought a decent. clean-living. 
Senitary white man was immune, and 
secribed’ the disease unqualifiedly to 
filth and lack of sanitation. 


A Campaign at Last. 


iM wae finally borne in upon the peo- 
Ple that unless they adopted rigorous 
measures, not only would the town be 
ostracised, bit it would, as well, be 
threatened with an epidemic, soon get- 
ting beyond human possibility of check- 
ing. 

As has been indicated, the method o 
combatting the plague was relatively 
simple. It consisted in a systematic 
and upremitting crusade against the 
rats that fed and infected the plague- 
carrying flea. To this end, citizens 
were induced to turn to with a will and 
clean up their individual premises. The 
federal government, once flouted, lent 
its cooperation, and the city was di- 
vided into fifteen districts. From the 
beadquarters of each of these the war- 
fare was waged unremittingly.

Cats were turned bose by the whole- 
sale. In historic epidemics people hed 
Slaughtered the cats, as well as the 
rats, thus depriving themselves of one 
cf the best proven agencies for fight- 
ing the mysterious disease. 

Knowledge was more advanced § in 
San Franciseo. So the puseles were en- 
couraged, the common, scrapping. back- 
fence kind, afd they aided materially in 
the fight with the disease. 

One of the most radical departures 
pravoked “by the campaign was the 
change inm* plans of construction. It 
was imperative that rats should be 
prevented from gaining - ingress to 
buildings. So concrete floors were put 
in stables and houses, rat holes were 
stopped up, and every possibde breed- 
ing place for the rodents done away 
with. Trash barrels were wovered up, 
garbage carefuly guarded and the 
water supply looked after religiously. 

As a result, San Francisco can 100k 
the country in the face proud and un- 
ashamed. And since, in cleanliness 
and enmity to the hospitable rat, she 
has shown the country how to combat 
this scourge of the centuries, there is 
little danger it will ever obtain a men- 
acing soetnete in America.

London, April 17.—(Specia].)—The 
rat has a large brain in proportion to 
its body. So deciared Sir J. Crichton- 
Browne, speaking yesterday at the first 
annual meeting of the Society for the 
Destruction of Vermin, held at .the 
Royal Society of Medicine, Hanover 

Its persistence and ingenuity in over- 
coming obstacies was unequalled—tt 
had no difficulty in carrying eggshells 
upstairs, or of living on billiard balls 
when nothing else could be obtained. 
It Almost provoked admiration, were it 
not morailiy so despicable. 

Everything possibile should at once be 
Gone to abate the rat nuisance. Den- 
mark, Since |!907, had paid a premium 
for every rat killed. One result of the 
first year's working of that new law 
head been very satisfactory. Like the 
payment for old age pensions in this 
country, the premium to be paiid in 
Denmark for dead rats was undereati- 
mated. 

In the first quarter of the working of 
the new act in thet country, the num- 
ber of premiums was seven times the 
population in the district. They could:

the same pragortion of figures applied 
to this country.

His education completed, the young 
Milan entered upon a life of dissipa- 
tion, amply provided with funds by 
his kind guardian from whom he also 
anticipated 2a substantial inheritance. 
In this latter hope he was doomed to 
bitter disappointment, the count leav- 
ing him only some 40,000 kronen, about 
$8,000. 

For such a spendthrift as Milan 
Christie, this sum was a trifle and it 
was not many months before the young 
man found himself absolutely penni- 
less. In his pressing necessity there

EMIL PATAUD. 


Paris, April 17.—Emil Pataud, the 
absolute ruler and despotic governor 
of the electricians’ trade union, is the 
most hated, the most feared, the most 
beloved and most talked-of man in 
France today. 

Pataud, the working men’s king, is 
short and stocky, with muscles of iron. 
His manner ig abrupt, hts voice is em- 
phatic and cold; the bulldog is written 
all over his heavy features. He sits 
enthroned in his Mttle private room at 
the headquarters of the union, more 
inaccessible than the president of the 


French republic. After ascending a 
narrow, dark staircase, you are met at

In, June. last. he .made another at- 
tempt, but the previous lesson was. stil) 
fresh in the minde of the authorities, 
and they quickly acceded to his de- 
mands. By this time, however, many 
hotels, clubs, shops and newspaper 
offices, realizing their: inability to cope 
with a man who, by a word, could 
piunge the’entire city in darkness, 
planned ‘to ‘place ‘ themeelvésa beyond 
his autecratic contrel. They provided 
themselyes with electric lighting 
plants of their own, and rested con- 
tent, believing that, so far as they 
were concerned, they were safe. ' Non- 
union men were placed in charge of 
the plants, and the . proprietors felt 
with glee that they were.in a position 
to. defy Pataud. ‘

He had little or no school- 
ing, and was put to work while still 
young. His parents selected the trade 
of bricklaying for him, but he pre- 
ferred electricity, and emtered an elec- 
trical shop. While yet a boy, he or- 
ganized the employees and, as. their 
spokesman, secured better pay and 
shorter hours from their employer. 
News of his success spread rapidly 
among the workmen of Paris, and five 
years ago he was unanimously made 
the ruler of the electricians’ trade 
union.

Hie title to the 
honor ig not, at.least in Michel Pons’ 
judgment, an empty one, In the first 
place, though pursuing the life of 4 
humble reetauramteur jp the nue des 
Moulins, be has not permitted the mere 
waiting upon customers to interfere 
with his literary production. His first 
volume was a small pamphiet of poems 
entitled ‘‘Harly Dreams,’ which show- 
ed that the poet was a believer in the 
brotherhood of man, and im ali the fra- 
ternal amenities that go along with that 
aspiration. Of course, Kiberty and equal- 
ity figured iargely in his 
Dreame,”’ which, incidendally, met 
considerable success. The fact 
they were produced by a genuine work- 
ing man, unskilled jn poesy, helped thelr 
success so much that the author was 
encouraged to continwe hés outpouring’. 
His first attempt was followed by a 
volume entitled ‘Soul Blossoms,” which 
displayed to an admiring work’ the in- 
trospective gentus of the # restaurant 
keeper, and demonetrated the fact that 
restauranteurs have souls, and also they 
can blossom, on occasion. 

Exhausting his poetic vein, for the 
time being—or, rather, penmitting it to 
remain temporarily unworked—Michel 
next turned his attention to prose ana 
turned out a volume of “Impressions of 
Italy.”

Are 


Fashionable Shoes 
Responsible. 


M. Bartholome, .Well-Known 
Sculptor, Says: “There Is 
Perhaps Nothing in Woman 
More Deformed Than Her 
Feet’”—Few Feet Beautiful. 


London, April 17.—(Special.)—“There 
is perhaps nothing in woman more de- 
formed than her feet.’’ 

The above scathing statement has just 
been made by M. Bartholome, the well- 
known French sculptor, one of whose 
pieces of statuary—a sleeping girl—is 
attracting general attention at the new 
gallery, Regent street. 

It was suggested to M. Bartholome 
that. the barefoot habit is likely to 
become general ‘this summer, and he 
immediately replied that there was not 
the slightest likelihood of its doing so. 

“T could not tell you how many nude 
women I have seen in the course of my 
professional career,” he continued, “‘but 
among them all I have only seen two 
feet, or rather two pairs of feet, that 
were really beautiful.” 

Several Well-known sculptors and 
artists were consuited on this subect 
by The Daily Mirror yesterday, and 
many interesting opinions were gath- 
ered. 

Evils of “Fashionable” Shows. 

@in associate of thé Royal Academy 
was first interviewed. “There is un- 
doubtedly a lot of truth in the opinion 
which M. Bartholome has had. the cour- 
' @ge to express,” he said. 

“The great majority of Englishwomen 
60 not possess beautiful feet. The toes 
are crushed together, the instep twist- 
ed, and there are other minor deform. 
ities—all caused through wearing the 
wrong kind of shoe.

“Boots should be made to fit the foot, 
and if this were done the wearer would 
not be ashamed to walk barefotted in 
the broad light of day.”

Now, although the fact 
is chronicled and certain papers exist, 
its crucial importance has been strange- 
"vy neglected by historians and com- 
mentators, who prefer to treat at length 
of the final f!rregular trial ordered in 
Rouen by Warwick and the duke of Bed- 
ford. And yet, the first trial, the only 
regularly constituted one before which 
she was called, was as triumphant a4

Irregularities in Trial. 
| Irreguiarities in this trial were only 
too evident at her own period, and be-

Beauvais before selling himself to the 
‘Invaders, and so had no right to pre- 
side over an ecclesiastical trial about 
which Rome was never even coneulted; 
it wae known that the priests drawn 
round Cauchon were all either black 
sheep like himself or elise were co- 
erced into compliance, and one-third of 
the entire number withdrew after the 
firet sitting, in epite of threats, because 
they saw the manifest injustice with 
which the proceedings were directed; it 
was know nthat the full act of accu- 
gation was never read to Joan, that 
when the time came for her adjuration 
to be extorted, one document was read 
aloud to her, since she could not read, 
and another, far graveér one, Was sud- 
mitted for her signature, so that where- 
as she thought she was merely subdmit- 
ting to the supreme authority of the 
church which she combatted only is 
Cauchon'’s infamous person, she was in 
reality signing away the principles for 
whieh she had lived and for which she 
was to die six days iater; and it was 
known that the approval of the Univer- 
sity of Paris was given on the suppo- 
zition that the facts ageinet her sub- 
mitted to them were correct, whereas 
they were not established at ail, and 
consequently this approval! itself, though 
given in good faith, was based on treach- 
ery and so wes irreguiar.

But this version, which cast unflat-

Presided over by Regnault de Char- 
tres, archbishop of Reims, and com- 
posed of the leading professors of the 
university and of ‘parliament, this tri- 
bunal met March 28, 1429, and contin- 
ued to sit for six weeks. Joan dis- 
puted so wisely before the learned doc- 
tors that they were amazed, and while 
they questioned her ingpiration at the 
outset, they vainly strove to embarrass 
her, or to produce proofs against her. 
She baffled them so completely in 
every argument, her prophecies were 
so rémarkable, her sincere conviction 
20 absolute, that the ecclesiastical 
court finally sent to the king the ver- 
dict which caused Charles to accept her 
mission and entrust to her the relief 
party by which she was to save Or- 
leans miraculously in the face of over- 
whelming odds. 


The Verdict. 


Only the conclusions of the verdict 
are extant, the details of the trial hav- 
ing been loSt: but these conclusions are 
detailed enough to establish that the 
only regiarly constituted ecclesias- 
tical tribumel,

Doubtless English 
chroniclers of the period sought to jus- 
tify Henry VI. for burning her, and 
French chroniclers sought to justify 
Charles VII. for abandoning her to 
her fate, and so the first step was 
taken in weakening the historical link:

Her Beatification. 


Joan of Arc’s process or trial of bea- 
tification began officially in 1894, when 
Monseigneur Touchet, bishop of Or- 
leans, acting as postulator since he was 
bishop of her diocese, referred to the 
congregation of rites in Rome the doc- 
uments he had brought together in a 
preliminary inquiry epened by him to 
establish Joan’s worthiness to be 
ranked as a gaint. He had gathered 
from the best available sources afl de- 
tails of Joan's life, works, virtues, 6u- 
pernatural gifts and reputation for 
saintliiness during life and after death, 
and these were sent in with a report 
from him urging that her cause of- 
fered all the necessary guarantees for 
beatification. 

Jnam’s cause having been officially 
imtroduced, and it having been proved 
that she did not allow herself to be 
worshipped during life, and that no im- 
pious altars hed been raised co her by 
popular enthusiaem since ~ her death— 
conditions essential in virtue of Ur- 
ban’s decree—she was proslaimed ven- 
erable. amd three euccesstve steps re- 
mained on the road to Seautification:

T. MAN WHO FIGHTS 


Sketch of.and Talk With Speaker at Recent Conference, 
‘¢Mather of Conservation,’ Who Would Safeguard 
Our ‘Assets for Posterity. 


By Samael W. Dibble. 


One of the biggest men at the recent 
Educational Conference was Gifford 
Pinchot, the “father of conservation in 
America.”” And after the fashion of 
‘men who really count, he was not nota- 
‘ble for noise, pose or parade. 

Pinchot is one of those rare figures 
in the strong story of achievement: a 
bona ffde trailfinder. It is a great 
pity that people have little time nowa- 
days for detailed reading. For, had 
the men and the women of Atlanta 
known, in bulk, what Pinchot has 
done and is doing, and what his very 
unsensational creed means, the man 
who is nominally the “chief forester” 
of the United States government would 
have addressed an audience taxing ‘the 
capacity of the new auditorium. 

But Pinchet didn’t mind. Such things 
as large or small audiences have little 
Weight with the speaker, who is also a 
pioneer, sure of his message and equal- 
ly sure of its ultimate eager accept- 
ance. 

Making a Couptry Keep Books. 

Walking away from the auditorium 
Thursday night, he laughingly dfs- 
cussed the fickleness of audiences, and 

_@aid it didn’t matter eo long as the 
press kept on performing the function 
of ears for the people-at-large. 

Gifford Pinchot is the man: who made 
the ‘United States stop playing ducks 

and drakes with its good and chattels. 

He is persuading a nation to keep tab 
on the great fundamental resources 
that have made its present prosperity 
and that must determine its future 
international supremacy. 

He is bent on seeing that posterity 
mets a square deal. There is only so 
much timber, so much iron, so «much 
coal in the land, he contends, and we 
mustn't waste it so wantonly that | 
there won't be any left for our chil- 
dren. 

He maintains that soil fertility 
safeguarded, is easily 
Water-power forsakes the people that 
cease to woo it; that the blessings and 
‘the: money value of climate do not 
brighten with their flight, and that the’ 
one way to stay the flight Is to wake 
‘up’ the people everywhere, down to the 
humblest unit of population, to the de- 
™Manding necessity of economy in use 
.and system in expenditure. 

“The Father of Conservation.”

What was the use, 
his critics argued, of policing the for- 
ests, checking the miners, regulating 
the timbermen, warning the farmers, 
when we hadn’t utilized even our vir- 
gin territéry, and when our fathers had 
grown fat and contented without thesc 
fanty fads.. 

At last he got a shearer, and that 
hearer was Theodore Roosevelt, him- 
self no* mean innovator. Pinchot is 
insinuating as well as emphatic... He 
stirred the enthusiasm of this man, 
who was naturally bubbling with zeal; 
he did it persistently. And the resuit 
was the congress on conservation, and 
the commission on conservation. which 
in concert has launched a m@vement 
which shall enable the present custo- 
dians of the land to render a fair ac; 
count of their stewardship to those 
who shall come after. 

No /one more preeminently§ than 
Roosevelt recognized the pioneer role 
of Pinchot. On: many occasions and 
to many people he declared there 
would have been no organized effort at 
conservation had it not been for this 
quiet “chief forester.” 

The Personality of Pinchot. 


The service was not spectacular on 
the face of it, but it will amount to 
more in the way of dollars and senti- 
ment in the long run, than the 
achievements of many a man whose 
patriotism is nominated in the thirty- 
third degree. 

Pinchet is long, and spare, and 
wealthy. Almost as wealthy as many 
of the Croesuses of the northwest 
whose pirate-grip on the nation’s lum- 
ber baronies he has rudely and cour- 
ageously pried loose. He doesn't have 
to work far a living, and his income 
is several times greater than the sal- 
ary Uncle Sam pays him. Consider 
that he is one of the hardest workers 
in Washington, and one of those least 
given. to self-advertisging, and you will 
come within hailing distance of the 
sheer bigness of the man. 

e talks quickly, and in jerky sen- 
tences that are yet connected. Like a 
fighting man, his face is lean and his 
eye keen, though both have a softness 
and a quick responsiveness you don’t 
find in the features of the man whoa 
is only a politician. In speaking, his 
arm crooks out from the elbow and 
his index-finger admonishes his hear- 
ers as his hesitant, quick sentences ring 
truth in the homeliest of phrases. 

He knows his ground thoroughly, yet 
in private conversation, he is ever eager 
for a suggestion, catching readily at 
an idea that may amplify or make plain- 
er his own sentiments. 


South Has 40 Per Cent of America’s

cent of the timber supply of the na- 
tion,” he replied, “and in twenty-five 
years, at the present rate of exhans- 
tion, pot only our own, Sut the na- 
tion’s supply of timber will be at its 
end.” :

“It will mean the pocket-pinching of 
every unit fm. our civilization,” -he an- 
swered. ‘The railroads are, by and 
large, the great consumers of timber. 
Therefore, the increasing price and 
eventual scarcity mean that transpor- 
tation will advance radically in price, 
It will cost people much more to travel, 
and our growing industries much more 
to ship their goods, which. in turn, 
means an imcreased cost of living.”

How It Will Affect.the Farmer, 


“Deforestation will also be visited 
upon the farmer. Forests regulate the 
flow of streams, and determine 
whether there shall be  freshets, 
droughts or a uniform distribution. De- 
prive the forest floors in the mountains 
of their power. to absorb water, acting 
in the capacity of reservdirs, and you 
destroy the one agency of nature for 
governing the waiter supply of man. 

‘Trregular, plunging mountain streams, 
and overflowing rivers mean erosion of 
lande, and that, 
fertility. The element of uncertaimty 
az to floods lowers the value of the 
millions of acres of rich bottom lands, 
in addition to taking toll of crops al- 
ready planted. No man will buy oo» 
trade in acres that are perennially eub- 
ject to a scouring-out by floods: Ir- 
regularity of stream flow means, too, 
that obstructing sfiit will be deposited 
on lands, destroying their fertility and 
lowering their valye. That is. mot to 
mention the loss_to the farmer of his 
supply of wood, ch he is now. rapid- 
ly exhausting, and the failure of wa- 
ter power, which should be harnessed to 
do much of the work of the modern 
farm. 

The Decline of Water-Power. 


“Water-power is one of the south's 
greatest, present and future assets. It 
means much in your manufacturing 
destiny, as well as your agricultural! 
destiny. Continued deforestation méans 
the impairment, 4 not the destruction, 
of this motive force dispensed without 
cost by nature,”’ 

Remedies Already Operative. 

“What about the remedies for defor- 
estation and general extravagance. in 
dealing with our resources?” Mr. Pin- 
chot was asked. 

‘We have hopes,” he answered. “that 
the bill providing for the Appalachian 
forest reservation will get through 
congress next winter... Once the people 
have been roused to its importance, they 
will bring the mecessary .pressure to 
bear on thelr representatives. As to 
the forests in the dowlands, all we can 
do is to educate te people along the 
lines of sebf-protection. This  educa- 
tional campaign is already productive 
of resguits. Two of the largest. timber 
associations of the south have signified 
an anxiety to practice forestry on their 
own. volition, and to cooperate with the 
government in fts systematized work. 

“Ultimately. we will save the forests 
before they have been stripped beyond 
redemption, as we will save our other 
resources before the waste has  pre- 
ceeded to irreparable lengths. Even

pretty rooms. The ceremonies were be- 
gun ‘by Rev. Howard T, Cree, who 
made a very beautiful prayer, after 
which Mrs. Joseph B. Cumming, as re- 
gent, introduced Mre. Morgan, who, in 
her own graceful and inimitable style, 
gave a brief resume of the indefatigabie 
manner in which Mrs. Jefferies had 
striven to secure Meadow Garden and 
of her untiring interest and efforts for 
the welfare of the Augusta chapter. 
Following the presentation there war 
@ greatly enjoyed social session and tea 
geerved. Mrs, Sanford Gardner pre- 
wided at the tea table, which was beas- 
tifully adorned with the colors of the 
Deughters of the American Revolution, 
a centerpiece of fragrant white carna- 
tions being outlined with the deep blue 
of Dutch hyacinths.

Mrs. Morgan’s Address. 

Mrs, Morgan’s address, in part, was 
as follows: 

In 1890 I became a charter member of the 
National Society of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. In 1891 1 secured from 
the ‘‘powers that be’’ in Washington, the 
. netional board of management, an appoint- 
ment as regent with an earnest request that 
I organize a chapter in Augusta. 

You who have joined the society of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution since 
Ms .early trembling budding hope flowered 
out into magnificent achievement, can form 


no idea what it meaent to build up a chap- ; 


ter in the early nineties of the last century, 
especially 
country. 
The exquisite, perhaps over-refinement of 
our women with long lineage made it a diffi- 
cult task to induce them to write papers to 
prove their descent. They recognized no court 
that would have the right to pass upon their 
Claim. They took it for granted that people 
knew who they were without talking and 
Writing about it, so it was after much effort 


of persuasion and many brain throbs that 1 | 


issued a call for such women in the com- 
munity as had revolutionary ancestry to fneet 
me on a certain day in the parfors of the 
Planters’ hotel and cooperate with me in 
organization. 

I wonder if there are any here today who 
Were g00d enough to respond to that call? 
Well, we did not have what you might call a 
“crush’’ in modern parlance. We did not 
have to rent another room for the ‘‘over- 
flow.’'

“To carry 
out im full the program which we have 
entered we must have in our higher 
educational positions men of equal force 
and caliber with that required by the 
bench, the legislature, the minietry, the 
professions; we must not be satisfied 
with. less; they must. be men 
minds are open to new and progressive 
thought; who can grasp the situation 
and make the best possible sojution of 
any problem which ariees; men alive 
and awake.

In the Japanese Factories. 
Only a short time ago everythme in 
Japan wes made by hand in\the hoases. 
There were no large establishments and 


/s practically no factories. Today there is 
_@tiil am enormous house industry, but 


‘there are, aN told, over 10,000 factories 


““and they amploy altogether about 600,- 


(DollarTreat 
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000 workmen. There are thousands of 
men Who labor in the mimes, and mil- 
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lions in little industries of every kind 
which go into the homes of the people. 

As to the factories, I have already 
wnhitten of the shipyards and cotton 
mils. In the spinning factories the 
women are now receiving about 22 cents 
a day and children as low ase 6 cents, 
while men get, on the average, about 34 
cents. Cotton weavers receive about 


‘the seme and silk weavers a cent or two 


more. 

The seat of the silk industry is here in 
Kyoto, but there is an immense deal of 
sik made in Osaka and that place has 
more textile workers than anywhere else 
in Japan. Coming to it is like agproach- 
ing Pittsburg or Chicago. You see the 
smoke poliuting the air; there are hun- 
dreds of stacks rising above the low 
black houses and the surroundings are 
those of the new Japan. The city now 
has more than a million people, and its 
population is largely composed of those 
who work in the factories of various 
kinds. There are long lines of low 
houses, the homes of the workmen, and 
lifg seems hard. 

In Osaka some of the factories work 
their hands six days of the week. Others 
work seven and in the textile trades the 
hours are ten every day. There is con- 
siderable child labor, but not so much 
as de generally supposed. In ali Japan 
only eight hands out of a hundred are 
under fourteen and of these four-fifths 
are girls. In the house industry the pro- 
portion of children is much larger. Pully 
65 per cent of the factory employees are 
women and only 35 per cent men. An in- 
crease goes on from year to year in the 
number of women lwborers, and the fe- 
males are doing more than their share 
of the work of the country. This is so 
notwithstanding their wages are often 
only one-half those of the men and the 
work quite as he-_. 


High Wages for Japanese, 

I have before me a table of wages 
which has just been made. It has been 
gotten at first hand from the child em- 
ployers of Osaka and Kyoto and it may 
be relied wpon as correct. It shows the 
increase in wages in the past three 
years, and.the present wages which are 
considered exceptionally high. Take the 
clothing factories, where women are now 
getting 25 cents a day, working seven 
days of the week of nine hours each. 
They received only |I2 cents ten years 
ago and !9 cents in 1906. Sewing ma- 
chine operatives are now getting 27 
cents per day for their work. ‘They 
were paid 20 cents three years ago, and 
only 15 cents in i895. As to tallors, 
they now receive from 35 to 45 centa a 
day and are getting about three times as 
much as they did ten years ago. 

They have some glass factories here. 
The blowers, who are especially high- 
priced men, are getting 5! cents, and 
they have only two rest days during the 
month. Some of the wages are as low 
as 25 cents and a few are paid as much 
as a dollar, but this is only for extra

Wages aud Steel Workers.

The blowers get lees than 33 
cents a day on the average, and their 
day is twelve hours long, with one or 
two hours’ rest, which, as is the custom 
here, comes on in sections. They have 
thirty minutes off at 9 a. m. and another 
half hour at 3. There is a full hour at 
noon and the ist and i6th of each month 
are coneidered rest days.

What Mechanics Get. 


JaPanese mechanics are about as good 
workmen as you will find anywhere. 
‘very common carpenter is a cabinet 
maker, and many of the stonecutters 
would pass as sculptors. The painters 
have some artistic ability, and ordinary 
masons lay walls which would be a 
surprise to our people of that trade in 
the United States. I have been doing 
some building at my country home in 
the Vinginia mountains and my con- 
tractor’s account ofthe wages paid lies 
before me. They are lower than those 
of our cities, but still high enough. The 
carpenters are receiving from $2 to $3 
per day, and my plasterers are paid $4, 
while the pilwmbers get $3. Here in 
Japan the master carpenters receive 65 
cents a day, and the best men under 
him 40 and 60 cents. This is for nine 
or ten hours’ work. 

These carpenters are fully the equal 
of any we'have at home. They do the 
work in just the oposite ways from 
ours. They mull the plane toward them 
insteag of pushing it from them, and 
they pull the hand saw. Neverthe 
their joints fit and a great part o 
their housemaking consisis of sliding 
welis which move in grooves. 

Bricklayers, equal to those who re- 
ceive as much ag $5 a day in the United 
States, are getting 45 cents for nine 
hours’ work here, and this is 10 per 
cent more than they got in 1906. Brick 
masons get 32 cents a day, stonecut- 
ters 42 and plumbers 35 and that with- 
out helpers. Indeed, even an ordinary 
man can afford a plumber in Jepan. 

Other Low Wages. 


Our printers will be interested in what 
the cOmpositors receive. There are now 
dailies in all the towns of any s6ige, 
and Oseke has several journals, each of 
which has several hundred thousand cir- 
culation. The day’s work begins at 8 
4. m., and ends at 5 p. m. The wage 
scale is from 30 to 60 cents, the aver- 
age being about 45 cents. 

Coal miners get from 
blacksmiths, 28 cents: 
cents, and machinists almost a dodlar. 
In the shoe factories, from 46 to 
cents is paid, all the work being done by 
hand, there being no factories, guch as 
we have, in Japan. 

Ordinary laborers receive from 25 to 
35 cents a day when employed by the 
municipality, and farm hands get from 
10 to 20 cents for ten hours’ work. ac- 
cording as they are women or men. 
Think of wadling through the mud ofa 
rice ‘field, with your dress rolled up to 
your knees, planting the 
your bare hands in 
at J cent per hour, and you have 
an idea of one feature of women’s 
work in Japan. Among the poorest paid 
are the cart men, wino drag loads over 
ihe country dor a few cents per day. 


What the Government Pays.

His cooking stove is a Clay bowl, and 
this whole housekeeping outfit would 
not cost more than $10. His furniture 
consists of Little more than straw mats 
and One or two little tables about a 
foot high. 

The mats cover the floor, and they 
take the place of a bedstead at night. 
Many ef the people sleep in the clothes 
that they use im the daytime, rolling 
themselves up in cotton comforters and 
resting their heads on hard rectangular 
rlllows, stuffed with straw, or upon 
wooden blocks. The latter are always 
used by the women, in order that they 
may not disarrange their hair, the pil- 
low resting under the neck. 

The house of the poorer working man 
seldom has more than three little 
rooms, and it may have only one or 
two. There are outside walls of wood, 
which can be slid back during the day- 
time, and inner walls of sash, with 
paper panes, Which slide back and 
forth. The roof is of thatch or of tiles. 
There are no chimneys and no stoves. 
The only means of heating such a 
house is by a firebox filled with char- 
coal or by a square zinc or copper- 
lined fireplace sunk in the middle of 
the floor, in which wood is burned, the 
smoke making its way out through the 
roof. Yood is sold in imfiniesimal 
quantities.

ALL COMMODITIES CHEAP 


Georgian Exposes Workings of Protective Tariff System. 
Will Fight for ‘‘Cheap Food, Cheap Clothing, 
Cheap Building Material.’’

Washington, Apri) 17.—(Speoial.)— 
“Oheap food, cheap clothing and cheap 
buliding material’ is the slogan of Sen- 
ator Clay in the present discussion over 
the tariff bill. A measure that will se- 
cure the requisite amount of revenue to 
run the government, and still secure the 
above commodities to the people, is the 
kind of bill favored by Senator Clay. 
In a formal statement of his position, 
juet given out, after an exhaustive 
study of the situation, Mr. Clay exposes 
the workings of a protective tariff sys- 
tem. He ehows how the necessities 
of the government inevitably furnish 
@ certain amount of protection to 
American manufacturers, and how the 
republican principle of protection oper- 
ates as an additional factor in increas- 
img the price of goods to the consumer. 

On Sugar Schedule. 

Senator Clay’s statement deals par- 
ticularly with the sugar schedule. He 
shows how the sugar trust has estab- 
Hehed an tiron-clad and rapacious 
monopoly, and how it has extorted 
miviions of revenue from the people on 
this common necessity of life.

This tariff tax, of 
course. Increases the cost of every 
article imported in proportion to the 
tariff duties levied. 

“For inetance, the tariff duty on a 
sult of clothes is 50 per cent of the 
value of the clothes in London, and the 
clothes cost $10 in London. The same 
clothes when sold in America will cost 
$!0, freights added. If the tariff duty 
on sugar is 2 cents per pound, and the 
market value of sugar is 2 cents per 
pound in London, this would make the 
same sugar cost in New York 4 cents 
per pound, freights and Mmsurance add- 
ed, and the American consumer of 
sugar would pay twice as much for 
sugar as the Engliehman pays, because 
of this tariff dutv. We must have

Injustice from the Tariff. 

“I do not adhere to the doctrine of 
free raw material and high tariff du- 
ties on manufactured products. This 
would give to the states engaged in 
manufacturing a decided advantage 
over the states engaged in producing 
raw material. The sole business of 
New England is manufacturing, and 
a tariff on manufactured products and 
free raw material would give to New 
England a decided advantage over the 
other sections of our country. Free 
hides would give to Boston cheap raw 
material, and the high tariff on shoes 
would give to the Boston shoe manu- 
facturer a decided advantage.” 

Mr. Clay, in discussing the changes 
in the Dingley bill made by the Payne 
bill, said: “On some articles the 
Payne bill increases the duties, on 
others it lowers the duties. The gen- 
eral average is abowt the same as the 
present law. I do not regard it as a 
substantial revision. It does not ful- 
fill the pledges of the republican par- 
ty to the American people. 

Sugar Schedules. 

“Take the sugar schedule. [I believe 
in revising the tariff we should geek 
diligently to give to the epople cheap 
food, cheap clothing and,cheap build- 
ing material for homes. The duty on 
such articles ought to be as low as 
possible, and ag low as the necessities 
of the government will permit. The 
duty on sugar, in the Payne bill. is 
practically the same as in the present 
law, and ought to have been reduced, 
especially the differential. Very little 
refined sugar comég to this country 
from. abroad, because the present 
tariff is prohibitive. The American | 
people cénsumed, in 1908, more than 
3,000,000 tons of sugar. about 8! 
pounds per_capita. More than three- 
fourths of this sugar came from for- 
eign countries. We do not produce 
in the United States one-fourth of the 
sugar we consume. The duty on re- 
fined. sugar, in the Payne bill, is nearly 
2 cents per pound. 

“We import large quantities. of raw 
sugar. The American Refining Sugar 
Company, commonly called. the Sugar 
Trust, purchases the raw sugar abroad 
and brings it into this country and 
refines it, and has grown immensely 
rich in its business. The first year the 
trust was organized with a capital of 
$7,000,000. I am informed it made 
in profits $12,000,000, while the com- 
pany wae organised, issuing %50,000,- 
000 stock, when, in reality, only 
$7,000,000 was paid in and 343,000,000 
of the steck was watered § stock. 
To trace if growth and (»profits 
would coneume to much of your 
time, but they have been amaz- 
ing. Under the present law—and 
the Payne bill does not change 
materially the present law—the 
American people pay annually be- 
tween $50,000,000 and $60,000,000 in

000,000. The people in England pay 
23-4 cents per pound for refined 
sugar, and the same sugar is selling 
in New York at nearly § cents per 
pound. The American workingman 
and consumer pays nearly twice as 
much for sugar as the workingman 
pays in England. Strange to say, the 
sugar people have not even come to 
Washington. The ways and means 
committee of the hduse gave them 
what they wanted without a hearing, 
and so did the finance committee of 
the senate. The Sugar Trust owns 
practically all of the refineries, and is 
without competition,.and was able to 
get from the ways and means com- 
mittee of the house and the finance 
committee of the senate, everything 
it asked without making a single re- 
quest. This schedule should be vicious- 
ly assaulted and exposed, 


“I believe in cheap clothing, cheap 
food and cheap materia] for homes. I do 
not gee why we should retain a traiff on 
coarse boots ang shoes. How can we 
justify tariff duties on boots and shoes 
and ask for free hides? Why should 
we give the Boston shoe people cheap 
leather and allow them to make exorbi- 
tant profits on boot® and eahoes? We ex- 
port annually miHions of dollars of boots 
and shoes, and we sell them cheaper 
abroad than we do at home. The Payne 
bill ds wrong in leaving a tariff on boots 
and shoes. 

“The Payne bill makes no material 
reduction on bagging and ties. They 
ought to be on the free list. So ought 
agricultural tmplements and all other 
prime necessities of life. I repeat, the 
prime necessities of Hfe ought to be 
either on the free list or the lowest 
possible duty ought to be placed. on 
these articles consistent with protecting 
the revenue necessary to maintain the 
government. I expected a real subetan- 
tial reduction on wool and woolen man- 
ufactures, but not so. The duty on 
woolen goods is extortionate. Space will 
not permit specifications wherein this 
injustice has been done the plain Amer- 
ican people. I am eure if the woolen 
Schedule showld te enacted into law 
that a consideraable proportion of the 
(poor people af this country, beeause of 
these high dutiés on lower grades of 
clothing, can no longer afford to wear 
woolen goods. The same can be said 
of gloves. 

Lamber Duty Settled. 

“There has been a reduction on lum- 
ber from $2 ¢to.$i per thousand. This 
schedule has given me no little trouble. 
Some of my HNfe-long friends in Geor- 
gia have urged me to vote for $2 per 
thousand. I cannot conscientiously do so, 
and discharge my duty to the pedple of 
Georgia as I now see it. However, I 
regard the tariff on lumber as settled, 
as the house has fixed a $/ rate, and 
the finance committee of the senate has 
agreed to it. Byery tariff bil’ framneg by 
the democratic party since’ the Walker 


the lowest possible price, giving to the 
seller a reasonable profit. The prices 
on lumber for the iast ten or twelve 
years have been exceedingly high with 
the exception of the last year. During 
the last twelve months there has been 
a general depression in business, and 
everything has been affected. Lumber 
was certainly unreasonably high until 
1907. The kember to build a home in 
1697 that would cost 8600 would cost 
in the neighborhood of $1,000 in 1906-7. 
Yellow pine almost goubled in vahie in 
seven years. Poplar increased from 
$14 to 824 per thousand. Great fortunes 
were made out of the lumber business 
during these years. When lumber wae 
high and profits great we slesumtered 
our timber. 
Forests Devastated in Georsgta. 

"T have been told that wehave cut 
and sawed into lumber in Georgia prob- 
ably 76 per cent of our pine timber. We 
must keep two things tn view, cheap 
materials for home and the preserva- 
tion of timber for future generations. 
lf we can procure from other countries 
part of the lumber we necessarily con- 
sume and thus save a part of our timber, 
no one ought to complain. It is emaz- 
ing when we contemplate the amount 
of timber sawed into lumber annually. 
During the year 1906 the census reports 
show the total value of our iumber 
products to have heen $660,002,600. The 
total cost of lumber, machinery, sale- 
ries, wages, materials and migceila- 
neous expenses Was $460,817,!0!, leaving 
a clear profit of $110,817,101, showing a 
net profit of 2! per cent. I make no 
complaint egainst the lumber people. 
They have been industrious and have 
employed thé best business methods to 
achieve success. They have made money 
and had the right to do so, and I have 
no com nt to make againet them, but 
aé.@ eenator my vote must be cast as 
T eee it, for the best interests of the en- 
tire people of my state. We probably 
now have in Georgia 2,500,000 people 
and between 80,000,000 and 90,000,009 in 
the United Stetes. Our population 
rapidly increasing and we must not only 
consider the present, but we must look 
to the future. We must take care of 
our timber and give to the people cheap 
tumber fof home-building. With the 
present lights before me, I shell adhere

Pittsburg, April !t7.—After having 
related a remarkable story and sur- 
rendering to the local police authori- 
ties, Miss Emma Baker, aged 28 years, 
of Northeast, Pennsylvania, will be ex- 
amined for the purpose of determining 
her sanity.

TURKISH TROOPS 
MOVE TO ATTACK 
CONSTANTINOPLE 


YoungTurks Concentrate 20,000 
Soldiers in Striking Dis- 
lance of Capital 


DISQUIET 1S: GENERAL 
THROUGHOUT EMPIRE 


From Various Cities Through- 
out the Country There Are 
Reports of Outbreaks—lIt Is 
Believed That the Sultan 
Will Have to Yield to the 
Young Turks. 


tee of union and progress has given 
convincing proof of its power and in- 
fluence over the third army corps. Two 
military trains, each containing eight 
bundred infamtry, arrived this morning 
at Tehataije, about sixty-seven miles 
from the capital, and four other trains 
are expected to reach that point within 
the next twenty-four hours. Prepara- 
tions also are being made at Saelontki 
for the dispatch of a number of addi- 
tional trains for Constantinople. 


After remaining a @hort time at 
Tehatalje, the two trains continued on 
to Spartakaleh, which is inside the line 
of fortifications at Hademkoi, forty 
miles from the capital, which was 
abandoned during the night by the ar- 
titery of the garrison. The Saloniki 
troops evidently are collecting at Spar- 
talguleh, where they should number not 
legs than 7,000, by tomorrow, with re- 
jnforcements that are coming from 
Adrianople. 

Big Force Ready to Strike. 

Within a day or two, the committee 
wih have between 16,000 and 20,000 
men within striking distance of Con- 
stantinople, where the mutinoyus gar- 
Tisonp, having practically di ite 
officers and all discipline, certainly wilt 
not be able to offer resistance. It is be- 
Neved that the Saloniki battalions, on 
their arrival here, will demand the fu)- 
fillment of several conditions which the 
Sultan and new government will find it 
impossible to reject. 

The advance of the soldiers has great- 
ly impressed the public, and it is ex- 
pected that some quick changes will be 
made among the government officials. 

A special commission, composed of 
two pashas, three Wlemas and three 
deputies, has been sent to Tchatalje to 
persuade the troops that the constitu- 
tion is being maintained, and to ex- 
Plain also the real meaning of the 
rising on Tuesday last. 5 

Young Turks Not Convinced. 

It is rumored that the commission has 
not been successful in tmpressing the 
leaders of the Young Turks, who also 
rejected the explanation of flight, as 
accounting for the absence from the 
deputation of the deputies from Saloni- 
ki and. Monastir. 

Another deputation, composed of twen- 
ty-five members, is leaving tonight to 
convey to the troops the assurance of 
the chamber that there has been no in- 
fringement of the constitution, which 
still rules. The situation undoubtedly ts 
grave. Owing to the tension of the 
public mind, the slightest incident may 
provoke a conflagration, while the news 
from the provinces possibly may arouse 
race prejudices which, up to the present, 
have been dormant in this city. 

The artillery at Hademkoi mutinied 
during the night. Seizing some of their 
officers and compelling others to don 
the uniforms of privates, they trained 
for Constantinople to the mi er of 
1,200, in order to assure themselves that 
the constitution wae being maintained, 
and that the sultan was alive. They 
were met at the depot by a Salontki 
chasseur, who is believed to have been 
an Officer in disguise. 


Sultan Was Cheered. 

They marched to the war office, where 
they were entertained with tea and re- 
freshments, afterwards proceeding to 
parliament. Here they lMstened to re- 
assuring speeches by the acting presi- 
dent of the chamber and several prom- 
inent deputies. 

In the square facing the hous, of par- 
liament, 
sultan was cheered. The whole scene 
passed off with perfect order. The men 
subsequently entrained and returned to 
Hadomkoi with the parliamentary depu- 
tation. 

The couneil of ministers counseled 
with the British ambassador concerning 
the advisability of authorizing G. H. 
Fitemaurice, first dragoman of the em- 
bassy, to explain to the Saloniki troops 
that the powers were satisfied with the 
assurances of the maintenance of the 
constitution, but it was decided to aban- 


i don the idea and leave the deputies to 


arrange the matters themselves, 
The Trouble in Macedonia. 

The difficulty at Saloniki and other 
centers in Macedonia is thet the various 
populations have been unable to learn 
the significannce of Tuesday's revolu- 
tion at Constantinople, owing to the 
censorship of all dispatches by the or- 
gans representing the committee of 
union and progress. Hence the generai 
disquietude in the provinces. Further- 
more, press telegrams from Saloniki, 
which have been received here, réport 
that the troops and publict+were reas- 
sured, whereas the contrary was the 
case. The latest information is to the 
effect that the northern Albanians are 
wavering, While the southern Albanians, 
who first decided to send contingents to 
Constantinople, have now abandofed 
tmat pian.

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TO THE TRUSTS 


Should It Pass Manufacturers 
Would Pay Tariff on Import- 
ed Raw Products — On Ex- 
ported.Manufactured Goods 
Duty Would Be Returned. — 


By Jehn Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 17.—(Sipecial.)}— 
About the most dering plan yet attempt- 
ed to apen the vaults of the ‘national 
treasury to the great corporations that 
have established virtual monopolies fin 
their particular line of business, is the 
famous “drawback” 
Payne tariff bill. ) 

The scheme promiges to be a very be- 
neficent institution for the Standard Oil 
Company and the United States Steel 
Corporation and other great American 
manufacturers. Under this pian, for 
every $! of duty paid the government 
on imports, it will be possible to secure 
a rebate of 99 cents when goods of equal 
quantity and value to those imported, 
are sent abroad. 

‘hose who have carefully studied this 
provision, see in it incalculable injury 
to the nation’s finances. Millions of 
money paid into the treasury on im- 
porte must be paid out again to the 
manufacturers who export goods. The 
paragraph which embalms the draw- 
back provision reads as follows: 

“On the exportation of articles manu- 
factured or produced in the United 
States, either in whole or in part of im- 


ported materials, or from domestic ma- 
terials of equa] quantity and produc- 


such question to be determined by the 
secretary of the treasury, there shall 
be allowed a drawback equal in amount 
to the duties paid on the imported ma- 
terials used, or where domestic mate- 
rials are used, to the duties paid on 
the equivalent of imported materials, 
leas the legal deduction of | per cent.

How It Works. 

Under the present Dingley tariff law, 
if the Standard Oil Company imports 
tin pi@te they must pay duty at the 
rate of '% cents per pound. The Payne 
bill reduced the duty to |! I-85 cents per 
pound, but ‘the drawback provision 
means a greater concession still. When 
the tin piate is converted into cans and 
other receptacies for oil and beef and 
exported,: the beef and oil companies 
may draw on the treasury for 99 per cent 
of the amount they paid in tariff du- 
ties. Quite a nice arrangement for them, ; 
put one that is Mkely to prove awfully 
expensive for the government, 

Take another illustration: An Amert- 
can manufacturer might import $1,000, 
worth of steel products from Europe. 
On these he would be required to pay 
tariff duties. Under the drawback pro- 
vision, should he later ship abroad $1,000 
worth of his own products, he could g° 
to the treasury department and recover 
the amount of duty paid. It is not even 
necessary tnMat the goods he exports 
should be of the same character as the 
particular products which he imports. 
So long aS they are equivalent in quan- 
tity or value) he will be entitled to this 
drawback. ‘the present Dingley law, 
which has been so roundly abused, con- 
tains no provision for making any such 
generous present to American manufac- 
turers. 

‘he original plan was to confine this 
provision to imported raw material, 
thus if an American imported from 
abroad raw material, manufactured it, 
and then shipped it out, he was entitled 
to recover the amount of the duty orig- 
inally paid. But it was at once real- 
ized that it would be a moet difficult 
matter for a manufacturer-to know or 
prove what proportion of an imported 
article went into the manufacture of 
goods he exported. Therefore, it was 
decided to allow him this rebate if he 
shipped abroad goods of equal value. 

A manufacturer of chocolate might 
import 1,000 tons of crude sugar, to be 
used exclusively in the American mar- 
ket. On this he would pay a heavy 
import duty, but should he, at any time 
within three years, send abroad dny of 
his manufactured products containing 
1,000 tons of sugar he could withdraw 
from the treasury the amount originally 
paid in duties. It would not make any 
earthiy difference whether the exports 
ot candy or chocolate were made from 
the original importations of sugar or 
not. 

Business Men Apprehensive, 

This provision is expected to work 
havoc with the government's revenue 
system. Practical Dusiness men in con- 
gress point out that it will operate 
against the producers. of raw material 
in thig country. It will encourage the 
purchase of such material abroad, and 
will give to the big trusts, which com- 
pete for world markets, tremendous ad- 
vantages over the small manufacturer 
who operates in the American market 
exclusively. The big trusts will get 
their raw material purchased abroad, 
free of duty, while the home manufac- 
turer must buy in the home market at 
protected prices. 

Tobacco ia cited as another product 
on which this drawback provision will 
have a vital effect. Large quantities 
eof unmmenufactured tobacco are an- 
nually imported into the United States. 
We, in turn, export large quantities of 
cigarettes. Under the drawback provi- 
gion Of the Payne bill the American 
manufacturer can import his raw to- 
bacco, paying the prescribed duty, and 
then when he exports cigarettes, have 
the amount he paid to the government 
returned to him.

cial.)\—Alabama is congratulating itself 
on the very excellent reports made at 
the Conference for Education in the 
South, held in Atlenta this week, by 


) State Superintendent Harry C. Gun- 


uels. His statement of the work done 
for secondary schools and the upbulld- 
ing of the rural schools was received 
with enthusiasm by all who heard him. 
He received applause when he rélated 
that in eight years the per capita ap- 
propriation for schools in the state had 
incgeased from 43 cents to $2.50. 

Mr. Gunnels called attention that 
$50,000 had been added this year to the 
general appropriation, which is now 
$350,000, besides the 3-mill taxes and 
the income of $176,000 a year on lands. 
Forty-three counties have levied the 
i-mill tax, and this, with the poll tax 
money, is used in euch a way in the 
counties as to bring the most good to 
the needy schools. In addition to the 
I-rmnill tax, Baldwin county, by local 
act, an old law, ievies 2 mills, and 
Jefferson county, one-half of ! mill. 
By dncreasing property valuations, a 
result of the tax commission, the 
amount of the taxes have increased 
$300,000 in the last year. 

Under the new laws thirty-three 
high schools have been established, and 
twenty-three put into service, with 
handsome buildings, which did not cost 
the people a cent. Over $350,000 has 
been spent in building and repairing 
rural school ‘houses, of which the peo- 
ple gave all but $67,000 or so.” There 
is a feeling for.education that has 
never before existed, said Mr. Gun- 
nels, the fire having’ spread into every 
section. He believed there would be 
no great trouble, with continuous good 
work, in getting the legislature to pass 
a law for better superintendence and 
local taxation, a result of the educa- 
tion of the people to the needs of this 
improvement in :the state service. 

Mr. Gunnels also spoke in enthusias- 
tic terms of the progress made in 
school improvement work, showing 
that the conditions had been marvel- 
ously improved in the country, as well 
as in the city schools. Mrs. E. D. 
Thames, of Greenvitie, who made the 
report for the state, aroused so much 
interest in the features of it that Dr. 
P. P. Claxton, chairman of the cam- 
paign work, paid Mrs. Thames the 


report made at the conference. 

“We have done so well this year that 
I hardly see how we can do better 
next,”” said Mrs. Thames. “There has 
been an interest in the work that 
has never been shown at all. Even 
the most lowly communiftties call for as- 
sociations, and the fire has gone so 
generally abroad that the people are 
organizing of their own accord. We 
are going to divide the work after 
this, giving each club director so many 
counties to look after, in this way as- 
suring ourselves that no section will 
be neglected, so far as initiary work 
goes, but in the matter of fostering care 
after the organization.”’ 


Other Alabamians. 

That Alabama has been very much 
to the front of late in educational af- 
fairs, was illustrated in the active part 
taken by men of the state. Dr. J. H. 
Phillips, superintendent of the Bir- 
mingham schools. was able to tell that 
his city now has the most modernly 
equipped high school plant tn the state. 
J. J. Doster, professor of secondary 
education at the State university, was 
made a member of the general board 
of the work in hand, headed by Dr. 
Wallace Buttrick, secretary of the 
general education board. He will have 
part in shaping the whole policy of 
the work for high schools. 

Dr. J. W. Abercrombie, president of 
the university, was made one of a 
pumber of college presidents to gse- 
cure support for a movement for the 
education and training of high schoo! 
teachers. He, with others, is now tak- 
ing up the matter of financing the 
plans with Dr. Wickliffe Rose, gen- 
eral agent, and the trustees of the 
Peabody fund. This is a natural out- 
come of the progress in Alabama for 
high schoo) service for which Dr. 
Abercrombie began in the legislature 
many years ago.

Clarence Ously, who told of the great 
movement for education in Texas, is 
an Alabama man, a graduate of. Au- 
burn, who has made not only fame, but 
much of fortune. in the years he’ has 
been in that state.

Washington, April 17.—An adjustment 
of class rates on through traffic from 
Indianapolis to Missouri river points 
is provided and reasonable maximum 
rates prescribed for future applications 
to class rates traffic in chairs and fur- 
niture in a decision today by the inter- 
state commerce commission in the case 
of the Indiana@olis Freight Bureau 
against the Cl¢ “sland, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis Railway and nine- 
teen other defendant carriers. The 
commission held that the presemt class 
rates on through traffic from Indian- 
apolis to Missouri river points are wun- 
reasonable, and swhject Indianapolis to 
unreasonable prejudice and give to 
Chicago undue preference. In the pres- 
ent case, the freight bureau alleged 
that the defendant carriers exacted un- 
just rates on traffic from Indianapolis 
to Kansas City and St: Joseph, Mo.; 
Leavenworth and Atchison, Kas., and 
Omaha, Ne.

Two well-known lawyers, two police- 
men, an old negro washerwoman and a 
host of citizens spent five of the 
busiest minutes of their hives last eve- 
ning about 6:45 o'clock chasing a negro 
up Broad street, down West Hunter 
and then back to Forsyth, where they 
bagged their game and sent him to 
rest in a cage at the station house. 
One of the well-known lawyers nar- 
rowly missed injury when the fugitive 
drew a mean-looking knife, and one of 
the cops hurt himself trying to han- 
die the negro. A citizen effected the 
capture. 

Ed Evans, a negro 2! years of age, 
was the cause of this concentrated ac- 
tivity. He was standing at the corner 
of Broad and West Mitchell arguing 
with an old negro washerwoman over 
a sum of money she said he stole from 
her. Along the street walked Attor- 
neys Sam C. Crane and W. C. Munday, 
who stopped to hear the discussion. 
Mr. Crane told Ed he ought to give the 
old woman her money, but the negra 
only edged off up Broad. Colonel 
Crane followed, and the negro ran. 
Wishing to see justice done, Colonel! 
Crane gave pursuit and ran the boy in 
the direction of West Hunter. Colo- 
nel Munday ceame along at a slower 
pace. 

When the negro was nearly to the 
intersecting street, he pulled a great 
long frog-sticker and made a lunge at 
Colonel Crane. Then he made two 
other slashes, and wason his way 
again. Turning down West Hunter, he 
ran into the arms of Policeman Randle. 
whe knocked him down. All the while 
Colonel Crane was yelling, “Stop 
thief,” and “catch him,” and quite a 
crowd gave chase. The negro dived 
into an alley and some of hig pursuers 
went around by fire headquarters to 
head him_off. He doubled back, and 
while in the act of boarding a College 
Park car, Conductor Edge and Motor- 
man Hart in charge, he was nabbed by 
a citizen, who turned him over to the 
police.

DATA TO BE COLLECTED 
ABOUT NAVAL STORES 


Rieter Taliaferro Gets His 
Amendment to the 
Census Bill. 


Washington, April !7.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Taliaferro’s amendment to the cen- 
eus bill, Which requires the collection of 
data bearing upon the naval stores in- 
dustry, has been adopted in conference, 
and the opponents of the plan have prac- 
tically abandoned hope. The amend- 
mnt o Senator aTliaferro was put on 
the bill ag a rider in the senate. It 
provides: 

“The inquiry concerning manufactures 
Shail cover qe production of turpentine 
and rosin, amd the report concerning 
this industry shall show, in addition to 
the other facts covered by the regular 
Schedule of manufactures, the quantity 
and quality of turpentine and rosin manh- 
ufactured and marketed, the sources, 
methods and extent of the industry and 
business, and how conducted.”’ 

This amendment was opposed by the 
eenatorse from Georgia and North Caro- 
line, but was supported by the Florida 
delegation. ‘I'he opponents realize that 
they have been outgeneraled. It will be 
most difficult to throw out the confer- 
enee report in the house, as very few 
representatives have any interest in it, 
as the production of naval atores is 
largely confined to Georgia and Fiorida, 
eithough a small quantity ie produced in 
WNerth Carolina.

Nothing 
short of conviction would satisfy public 
sentiment, though Pirkie was then a 
boy of only sixteen years. Since then 
a new view has been taken of the case, 
and there is considerable doubt as to 
whether Mrs. Blake was dealt with vio- 
lently at all. Many now believe hef 
death was due to excessive drinking. | 

At any rate, opinion in young Pirkle’s 
favor has become so strong in Hall 
county that numerously signed petitions 
have been sent in urging his release. 
He has been in the penitentiary now 
about six years. 

A careful consideration of the evidence 
convinced Governor Smith that Pirkle was 
probably innocent of. any hand in the 
woman’s death, and he decided to par- 
don him. 

The papers were placed in the hands 
of Mr. Boyd, wh has taken such an 
active interest in the case, and he went 
at once to the Fulton convict camp, 
where Pirkle was confined, to procure 
his release and send him home to his 
aged father in Gainesville.

was grieved and very greatly surprised 
at the interpretation placed upon his 
Emancipation day speech at Galbraith 
Methodist Bpiscopal church last night, 
and the report that he had sharply criti- 
cised President Taft and his ‘“‘southern’’ 
policy. : 
The Kentuckian showed wp at the 
white house early this morning, and had 
a talk with the president. On leaving 
the executive office, he explained that 
hig remarks had been garbled and his 
views erroneously presented in the ac- 
counts gent out. 

Judged by the senators remarks this 
morning in discussing the events of last 
night, he told the negroes at the Eman- 
cipation day celebration that he was 
their friend, but believed the president 
had adopted a course that was best for 
both races. Instead of being a critic, 
he is enthusiastically in favor of Presi- 
dent Taft's program in the south. 

in the course Of a statement he dic- 
tated, the senator from Kentucky said: 

‘| referred to the great progreas of 
the negro race, and assured them that 
I waa a friend of the race, and had 
not forgotten that in ku-klux days mem- 
bers of the race had guarded and pro- 
tected me. 

‘Il expressed myself heartily in favor 
of the Browzngeville resolution, adopted 
at the last session, etating that, had i 
been a senator, | would have voted with 
Senator Foraker on that measure. I 
said &£ believed in justicg to all men, 
white and black, and did not think it 
just that any man should be denied a 
fair trial, not even by 80 great and good 
a mean as President Roosevelt. 

“Speaking of the southern policy of 
President Taft, I declared myself as 
heartily indorging the game. [| stated 
that I had no doubt that the president 
would substantially recognize the negro 
in the dispensation of patronage, put 
that, while he did this, I did not thinik 
he would appoint any negro in any com.

would be engendered.
